None of the 
gold has beeu placed in circulation uh money, nor used as the basis of 
expansion of notes or credits or loans. In other words, it can have 
had tK. nior.' . iVn i .m Imsim'ss ur- fii-icrs liiau 80 much gold ore bnried 
far beneath the surface of the ground.
